Building Ranks High 
His remarks parallel those 

made recently by City Managei 
George Slovens and others who 
have pointed out tha.t Torrance 
whose building permits surpass 
ed those of San Francisco, Seat 
tic, or Long Beach last month 
has no separate office for its 
building department. 

"Our building department op­ 
erates off a counter, and Its of­ 
ficials share desk space," Stev- 
ens said. 

In a talk given before the Tor­ 
rance Lions Club Tuesday, the 
City Manager repeated his state­ 
ment that the cost of the entire 
bond program would be about 
$1.75 to the average homcownnr 
during the first year. It would 
decrease yearly. 

To CX>st $1.75 
Stcvcns said that the civic 

center Issue will cost the home-, 
owner about $1.25 and that the 
swimming pool proposal, (Prop­ 
osition No. 2> would cost an ad­ 
ditional 60 cents if approved by 
the voters. 

A number of homcownors' 
groups have indicated active sup­ 
port of the bond proposals, and 
other groups are planning ac­ 
tive programs to urge passage 
of the new civic center proposals.

Installation of giant air-raic 
warning sirens at Alondra and 
Iximlta parks, and another In 
the Domlngucz Hills area w i 1 i

.wo weeks, the County Engi­ 
neers office announced yester­ 
day. 

Robert Johnson, of the county 
department, revealed that a 
15000 gasoline-powered, Thunder- 
jolt Federal siren will be moun 

cd atop a 40-foot tower at Alon 
dra Park, to be used only i 
the ev§nt of a "red »lert," o 
raid warning. 

The noise-maker, described a 
producing an extremely 1 o u 
warbling sound capable of be 
ing heard for many miles, Is 
lowered by a 10-horsopower en- 
jine. The siren is of the com- 
iressor-generator type. 

At Lomita Park, a giant-size 
siren, driven by a 180-horse- 
lower Chrysler V-8 engine wil 
)e placed on top of a 45-foot 

tower. Cost of the unit and In­ 
stallation is $10,000, it was 

t a t e d. A seven-foot security 
ence will bo built around the 
nit.

Destruction of hundreds ot 
acres of valuable forest land 
and watershed areas In Los An­ 
geles County in the past ten 
days graphically Illustrates the 
need for a continual "all-out" 
campaign by Los Angeles cltl- 
zcnry for fire prevention, ac­ 
cording to Supervisor Burton W. 
Chace. 

Presenting a resolution at the 
Joard of Supervisors meeting 

Tuesday In behalf bt Fire Pre­ 
vention WVek, Oct. 3 to 9, Chaoe 
said that the fires of last week 
m Angelus National Forest and 
n the ChatswoKh area were re- 
ponslblo for "untold damages, 
imply because of human care- 

cssness and negligence." 
Over 4400 acres of watershed 

rea were threatened by the 
onflagrations, according to the 
he supervisor. He credited the 
lieroio work of the County of 
xis Angeles Fire Department, 
nder the direction of Chief 

<eith E. Klinger, and the fire 
rows of the City of Los An­ 
cles and the National Forest 
ervicc" with holding of the 
amage to a few hundred acres, 
e asked that resolutions of 
lanks be sent to the groups 
 ho aided In the fire fighting.

Decision on an action to halt 

construction of a proposed 
mortuary at Cravens and En- 
gracia is pending In Superior 
Court today following a hear­ 
ing on the case yestorday. 

Superior Court Judge Arnold
Pracger of Los Angeles took the 
-case under submission after re­ 
ceiving Information on the mat­ 
ter. 

The suit, brought by Earl P. 
Mlllnr against the Torranco Plan­ 
ning Commission and City Coun­ 
cil and the members of both 
bodies as Individuals, was aimed 
at prohibiting the construction 

^ of a Halverson Mortuary on that 
southwpst corner of the Cravens- 

" Engracla Intersection. 
The Planning Commission and 

Council had voted to grant a 
zoning variance on the location 
to Homy Halverson, San Pedro 
and Catallna mortician, to erect 
a mortuary. 

Miller spearheaded opposition 
to the variance, and took the 
matter to court following ap­ 
proval of the site for the con­ 
struction by the City Council.
